I received your e-mail of April 18, 2005. At the outset, I want to correct two things in 
your e-mail. First, you only offered us Mr. Jung's deposition on June 3, 2005, not the whole 
week of June 3, Second, as indicated in my letter of Apnl 15, 2005, we are requesting that you 
continue to hold the June 3 date open for his deposition until we have heard from you on possible 
dates in July.

discovery cutoff, McKenna's refusal to adhere to this timetable will require us to seek the 
Court's assistance. 

As for Mr. Jung's deposition, we must resolve the outstanding scheduling issue 
immediately. We noticed Mr. Jung on April 1 7 2005 for his deposition on April 26, 2005, Not 
until on April 12 7 2005, when 1 called you to confirm the April 26 date, did I learn th^t he would 
be out of the country the last week of April In seeking alternative dates, you have now 
represented that Mr. Jung will be out of the country the entire months of May and June, except 
June 2 and 3. On April 15, 2005, 1 asked for alternative dates after July 7, Again, to avoid the
